Rasmussen Out - Board Raises Expectations 


Moments after Board Chairman Craig Pyles called the March 26 
Westlake Regional Hospital Board meeting to order, a motion was 
made, seconded and unanimously passed to call an executive order 
meeting. The executive meeting, according to public whispers in 
the hours leading up to the Board meeting, was to finalize the 
removal of David Rasmussen as CEO of the Board. Thirteen 
minutes later, the Board members reconvened and confirmed those 
rumors: Rasmussen had resigned as CEO at the request of the 
Board. 

“We’ve had a parting of the ways with former CEO David 
Rasmussen,” Chairman Pyles told the onlooking crowd. “From this 
point forward, the administrative board will handle all 
administrative duties.” Board member Neil Gold was nominated, 
seconded and unanimously passed as the individual chosen to serve 
as the “voice of the board.” Pyles was quick to reiterate that point. 
“He’s not the new CEO. He’s just the voice for the board, someone 
to communicate with the public.” 


The decision to remove Rasmussen as CEO mirrored many of the 
decisions made in the previous months by the Board: difficult but 
necessary. “He’s a fine man. A great individual. I don’t regret hiring 
him. We needed someone who cared about the hospital. He did, and 
still does,” Pyles said of Rasmussen’s dismissal while referring to a 
letter authored by Rasmussen and addressed to the Board with his 
well-wishes. “But business is business, and this board is dedicated. 
We’re dedicated to saving some form of health care in this 
community, and that’s what we’re going to do.” 

The business side of the decision was clear. Rasmussen had 
implemented several changes for Westlake Regional Hospital, and 
had helped the hospital make the progress that had been made thus 
far—it simply wasn’t enough. “Not to our satisfaction,” Pyles 
replied when asked if Rasmussen had been performing his job as

I was happy to hear last week that Adair 
County will be implementing a new class 
schedule next year that will let students leave 
early on Fridays, and more importantly, allow 
teachers time to strategize on how to 
continually challenge each student. 

This move is sure to be met with plenty of 
skepticism, and some of that is warranted. It 
seems counterintuitive that taking away class 
time can improve performance. If anything, 
some may say, we should be striving for more 
time in the classroom. My counter to that is if 
the new plan is carried out as it’s intended, 
students’time in a classroom will be spent 
much more efficiently, easily making up for 
the lost time. Teachers will be able to identify 
students that are falling behind, as well as 
students that are unchallenged and bored with 
the material that they have already learned, 
but their classmates have yet to master. 

I spent 13 years in the Adair County school 
system, like I’m sure many readers, and I can 
say without hesitation that a program like this 
would have been beneficial when I was 
coming through. I graduated with people that 
would struggle to read this article, as well as 
people who made all A’s without ever trying 
hard or being challenged intellectually. 

I don’t say this to call out my high school 
teachers. The teachers I dealt with were by 
and large helpful, caring, and motivated. The 
reality is that some students were so far 
behind when they got to high school that it 
would have been nearly impossible for them 
to catch up without compromising the 
education of the other students. 

For example, it’s not really an algebra 
teacher’s fault when the student doesn’t know 
their multiplication tables. They can help, but 
if there were a classroom of students ready to 
learn algebra, it wouldn’t make sense for all 
of them to sit and wait for a couple of 
students to catch up. 

Here’s another example from the opposite 
end of the spectrum. A high-achieving 
student in a Spanish class may go through 
most of the semester mindlessly 
demonstrating over and over again that yes, 
they know the material. What this student 
would not be doing all semester though is 
learning. They’d be waiting for the rest of 
their class to get the material, then they’d be 
able to move on. 

In theory, the new schedule, as part of the 
Race to the Top Grant Program, would 
alleviate these problems. That doesn’t 
necessarily mean that these issues will go 
away overnight, or ever be completely 
eliminated, but local educators will now have 
the opportunity to meet with their fellow 
teachers, examine students’ progress, and 
figure out ways to meet the students’ needs 
every single week. 

My hope is that the innovative schedule 
keeps students from falling through the cracks 
as they have in the past, and pushes successful 
students to strive to be even better. This will 
take plenty of work, but it will be well worth 
it if our school district can create a more 
personalized, more efficient, and higher 
quality learning education for the students — 
they deserve it. 


Hemp Bill Passes Kentucky Looking Back 
Legislature In Historic Vote - B 9 ** 


As supporters thundered their approval, the Kentucky House of 
Representatives today passed Senate Bill 50, state Sen. Paul 
Hornback’s legislation that creates an administrative framework for 
industrial hemp production in Kentucky. 

Sen. Hornback and Agriculture Commissioner James Comer, a 
staunch supporter of Senate Bill 50, looked on as the House passed 
the bill by an 88-4 margin in the waning hours of the legislative 
session. The Senate concurred in a House floor amendment, 35-1, 
sending the bill to the governor’s desk. 

“This historic legislation puts Kentucky in position to be first in 
line if and when the federal government legalizes production of 
industrial hemp,” Commissioner Comer said. “By passing this bill, 
the General Assembly has signaled that Kentucky is serious about 
restoring industrial hemp production to the Commonwealth and 
doing it in the right way. That will give Kentucky’s congressional 
delegation more leverage when they seek a federal waiver allowing 
Kentucky farmers to grow hemp.” 

The House floor amendment, ironed out by Sen. Hornback and 
House Democratic leadership on Tuesday, keeps the Kentucky 
Industrial Hemp Commission administratively attached to the 
Kentucky Department of Agriculture and calls for hemp 
demonstration projects by the University of Kentucky and other 
public universities that choose to participate. The legislation limits 
involvement of the Kentucky State Police to conducting 
background checks on applicants for licenses to grow industrial 
hemp. Comer, the hemp commission’s current chairman, will step 
down to vice chair, and the commission will elect a new chairman. 

“Sometimes, the legislative process isn’t pretty, but we got it 
done,” Sen. Hornback said. “I’m glad I could play a role in getting 
legislation passed that has the potential to help Kentucky’s farmers 
and bring thousands of jobs to the state.” 

“I’m confident Washington will loosen restrictions on hemp 
production sooner rather than later, and when it does, Kentucky will 
be ready,” said Jonathan Miller, a Democrat, a former state 
treasurer, and a member of the hemp commission. “Congratulations 
to Sen. Hornback, Commissioner Comer, the rest of the hemp 
commission, and so many others who have worked so hard for 
many years to make this day a reality.”

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expected. “We’re not where we 
need to be.” 

But there are still many posi¬ 
tives going on with the 
hospital’s plan for recovery. 
First and foremost is the new 
nuclear camera being imple¬ 
mented. In only its third week, 
the camera is already paying 
huge dividends in patient care. 
Last week alone the camera per¬ 
formed five nuclear heart exami¬ 
nations, providing staff with cru¬ 
cial and detailed information 
about patients that was pre¬ 
viously unavailable. This week 
the camera has been used on 
everything from bones to gall¬ 
bladders, demonstrating the kind 
of dedicated care the Board 
appears committed to providing 
for residents of the county. 

Also of note is the new physi¬ 
cal therapy provider. By provid¬ 
ing more services and care than 
the previous provider, the new 
physical therapy unit increased 
patient volume from 101 to 256 
in February and increased again 
to 321 in March. “We don’t turn 


patients away now. Sometimes, 
we had to do that before. That’s 
a big increase in both patient 
care and revenue,” a staff mem¬ 
ber chimed in. 

But clearly the focus of the 
noticeably short (39 minutes as 
opposed to roughly an 
hour)meeting was on the 
changes at the top. “We need a 
leader. Someone that can lead 
and knows the business. We’re 
doing a lot of new things, and 
we need someone who can bring 
in new ideas,” Pyles said of the 
criteria for choosing a new 
CEO. “We’re not going to rush 
it. We have a strong manage¬ 
ment team and we want to get 
this right. We don’t want to be 
bouncing new CEO’s every six 
months, but we will do what we 
have to in order to get the right 
one.” 

“We’re not out of the woods,” 
Pyles continued. “There’s a lot 
still to do, but we’re still here. 
Every month we’re here is a 
good thing.” As for the morale 
of the staff? “They seem fine. 


Obviously this is tough, but the 
people here have thick skin. 
They want to save this hospital. 
It’s more than a job to them.” 

As for now, the “voice” of the 
Board entrusted with saving the 
hospital rests with Neil Gold, a 
veteran informations systems 
manager with decades of expe¬ 
rience in both private business 
and public universities such as 
the University of Tennessee and 
Georgia. Gold also has local 
experience. He spent 16 years at 
Lindsey Wilson College in vari¬ 
ous roles. “I learned to do the 
impossible there,” Gold said. “I 
was there when we went from a 
two year college to a four year 
college. I hired about 90 new 
faculty members every eight 
weeks,” he recalled with a 
chuckle. 

As the Board searches for a 
new CEO, Gold will be the 
voice communicating with a 
public that has such a vested 
interest in the hospital. “I hate it 
for the community that they 
have to pay for the sins of the

Home Safety Council research shows that poisoning is the second leading cause of 
unintentional injury related death in the home. According to the American Association of 
Poison Control Centers (AAPCC) more than 92 percent of the 2.4 million poison 
exposures reported in the latest year studied occurred in the home. Yet, the Home 
Safety Council found that most families are not taking the appropriate precautions to 
reduce the risk of poison exposure. 

Poison prevention is for everyone, not just children. The Home Safety Council's 
poisoning prevention advice can help individuals and families keep their homes safer 
from poisonous and toxic products, chemicals and gases, regardless of the ages of the 
occupants. Homes with young children need to take extra precautions. Follow these 
guidelines to keep your family safe from poison exposures at home: 

Be Prepared 

£ Know to call 1-800-222-1222 if someone takes poison. Call the Help number if 
you have a question about poisons, 

% Keep the number by every phone. Call 911 if someone won't wake up, is having 
trouble breathing or is having seizures, if the person seems okay, but you think 
they may have taken poison call 1-800-222-1222, 

£ Carbon Monoxide (CO) is a deadly gas that you cannot see or smell. The gas 
collects when fuels are burned. 

£ Have a service person check heaters, stoves and fireplaces every year to see 
that they work well. 

% Have a carbon monoxide (CO) detector near the bedrooms. This will tell you if 
the gas level is too high. Push the “test" button on the detector so everyone will 
know the sound it makes. 

& Know the things in your home that are poisons. 

£ Read the labels of the products you use in your home. If the label has the words 

"Caution", “Warning", “Poison 1 ' or “Danger”, keep out of reach of children and lock 
them away. Read the labels and follow directions when using these. 


Protect Young Children 

& Take all medicines and medical supplies out of purses, pockets and drawers. 

£ Put them in a cabinet with a child safety lock. 

& Have child safety caps on all chemicals, medications and cleaning products. 

& Lock al! dangerous items and products in a cabinet. Cosmetics (make-up) can be 

poison too. 

% Keep medicines and cleaning products in their original containers with the 
original labels intact. 

& Store all dangerous products away from food and drinks. Be especially aware of 
products with fruit shown on the labels, which could be confused as being edible. 

% Keep each family member's medicines in a separate place, so they don't get 
mixed up. Carefully measure doses and track medicine given/received.

In the Bathroom 

£ Keep all chemicals, cleaners, medicines, cosmetics and other toxic and/or 
caustic products in their original containers with the original labels intact. 

% Have a medicine cabinet you can lock. 

% Be safe. Throw away medicines if you don’t use them or they are old or the date 
has expired. 

£ Do not put medicines in the sink or toilet. They can poison our water and make 
people and animals sick. Put the medicine in the garbage. 

% Take off the label before you throw the medicine container away if it has your 
name or any information about you. 

% Wrap the container in paper or plastic bag. Close the bag and put it in the 
garbage. Keep children and pets away from the garbage. 

% If you have pills, crush them before you throw them out. Mix the pieces into old 
coffee grounds, sand, or kitty litter. 

& Call your Health Department Ask if there is a place to take old medicines. 

In the Garage and Storage Areas 

% Chemicals, fuels (such as gasoline), car fluids (such as anti-freeze), pesticides 
(such as bug killers), and lawn and garden products (such as fertilizer) are 
poison. 

% Keep products in their original containers. Close the lid and put all dangerous 
products away after using them.

Whereas, child abuse is considered to be one of our nation’s most 
serious public health problems with scientific studies documenting 
the link between the abuse and neglect of children and a wide range 
of medical, emotional, psychological and behavioral disorders; and 

Whereas, all citizens should become involved in supporting 
families in raising their children in a safe and nurturing 
environment; and 

Whereas, effective child abuse prevention programs succeed 
because of partnerships created among state and local government 
agencies, schools, faith communities, civic organizations, law 
enforcement agencies, and the business community; and 

Now, Therefore be it resolved, that I, Judge Executive Ann 
Melton do hereby proclaim the month of April 2013 Child Abuse 
Prevention Month in Adair County. I urge all citizens, community 
agencies, faith groups, medical facilities, and businesses to increase 
their participation in our efforts to support families, thereby 
preventing child abuse and strengthening our community.

individual students are progress¬ 
ing. Cook sees the exercise as a 
very intense form of profes¬ 
sional development. 

“It has to be structured,” 
Superintendent Cook said. “It’s 
not an extra planning period. 
[Teachers] meet with their col¬ 
leagues and talk.” 

Cook also delved into how 
these talks improve perform¬ 
ance. Taylor County, one of the 
top-25 performing school dis¬ 
tricts in the state, does not 
restrict students to learning with 
within their grade level, and 
they move about from class to 
class depending on their abili¬ 
ties. 

“Performance-based edu¬ 
cation empowers students,” 
Cook said. “We allow our stu¬ 
dents to move through [by their 
abilities]. It has nothing to do 
with chronological age.” 

Taylor County has also 
eschewed traditional grading 
methods, focusing more on mas¬ 
tery of the subject than number 
or letter grades. 


“We have entrance and exit 
exams for every class,” Cook 
said. “We don’t really even 
have grades.” 

Adair County will begin to 
phase into standards-based 
learning next year with kinder¬ 
garten through fifth grades, and 
if everything goes according to 
plans, older grades will follow 
suit in the coming years. 

Cook wrapped up his speech 
with his personal opinions on 
the strategy. 

“It promotes competition,” he 
said. “There’s every reason in 
the world to have it.” 

Board member Mike Harris 
moved to approve the new cal¬ 
endar, and the motion was 
approved unanimously, 5-0. The 
proposed calendar will have to 
be approved by Kentucky 
Education Commissioner Terry 
Holliday before it becomes offi¬ 
cial. 

In other business at 
Thursday’s meeting the Board: 

•Heard the Superintendent’s 
report from Alan Reed. 


Superintendent Reed said that 
personnel decisions for next 
year’s reconfiguration are well 
underway. 

“Those puzzle pieces have 
been put together,” Reed said. 
“Those letters have been sent 
out to employees. It’s been a 
very difficult time - tough deci¬ 
sions have had to be made. It’s 
been tough on all of us.” 

•Heard from a representative 
from Branscum Construction 
about the progress of Adair 
County Primary Center. Block 
work is 98-percent finished, 95- 
percent of brick laying is done, 
all trusses are completely built, 
and the geothermal wells have 
all been tied in. 

Mike Harris asked if things 
were moving along according to 
schedule, and he was assured 
that while they are technically a 
few days behind, there were no 
major problems in regards to the 
limited timeline. 

•Recognized Adair County 
Middle School’s cheerleading 
squad, which was recently 


crowned National Cheerleading 
Association Champions. Adair 
County Middle School Principal 
Alma Rich introduced the group, 
and their coach, Whitney 
Steams, and commended them 
for their work both in and out¬ 
side the classroom. 

“They have just been an out¬ 
standing group of young ladies,” 
Rich said. 

•Recognized Excellence in 
Teaching Award nominees and 
winners. Winners from Adair 
County were: Tiffany Mitchum 
(elementary school), Bart 
Hadley (middle school), and 
Wes Irvin (high school). 

•Amended the current school 
year calendar to make up for 
four days of school cancelations. 
The last day of school for stu¬ 
dents will be May 20, and the 
final day for teachers is May 21.

plished a school record with her efforts in individual competi¬ 
tion as she earned Third Place overall in Language Arts. This 
marked the first time an Adair student had broken the Top 10 
in that particular event, although several came close over the 
past few years. Jackson was both a District and Regional 
Champion entering the event and had high hopes of being the 
first to break the Top 10. After a very rigorous test - one of 
the toughest ever put together at the State level - Jackson tri¬ 
umphed over many of Kentucky’s very best in head-to-head 
competition. 

Jackson commented on the accomplishment, saying, “It is 
such an honor to represent Adair County’s Academic Team. I 
don’t know of any other team that can take someone who 
doesn’t know the difference between Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge and Samuel L. Jackson, and - over the course of 
four years - give them the means and opportunities to place 
in the Top 10 in a statewide competition. No matter where 
you go, nobody does it quite like Adair.” 

In addition, Heather Jackson paired up with teammate 
Rebecca Montgomery to earn State Championships in the 
Scenario Writing event. This accomplishment earned both 
students the right to advance to International Competition as 
well. Jackson finished First in the Senior Division while 
Montgomery placed First in the Grades 7-9 Division. At the 
ceremony, both students were commended as having quali¬ 
fied for Internationals three out of the last four years in their 
respective divisions. 

“Like most seasons, we lost a big chunk of our core unit 
last year, and the work of these students paid off once again,” 
Adair County Coach Brett Reliford said. “The results say a 
lot, but the immeasurable part of what we do is difficult to 
put into words or to be explained by numbers and rankings. 
This improvement from August until now for many, and the 
improvement after two and three previous years of believing 
in the program from others is mind-blowing. 

“This season ranks as high as any other in showing eve¬ 
ryone across the state just what work ethic and the refusal to 
be overlooked will do for a team. I think a lot of people over¬ 
looked us at the beginning of this year because of having 
such an inexperienced team, but a lot of students went 
through a lot of time and effort to overcome that. I couldn’t 
be more excited for this team and the end result at State.” 

Adair County was the only school within a 90-mile radius 
to enter the Top 10 total points for the event, thus continuing 
the tradition of standing out as a powerhouse school in aca¬ 
demic competition among South Central Kentucky. The 
Future Problem Solving finish marks the eighth straight Top 
10 in that particular competition, which has only been accom¬ 
plished by one other school in Governor’s Cup history. The 
International Championships will take place in June at the 
University of Indiana.

others around his age he has 
simply adapted to the times. 

“I was six years old when I 
first came to Columbia. I 
remember the first Coca-Cola I 
ever had,” Stanley says. 
“People didn’t go to town much 
because there wasn’t cars much. 
The year I graduated in ‘45 I 
drove a car and took some kids 
[to school] with me.” 

His family didn’t get 
electricity until 1949. Although 
electricity was harnessed in the 
nineteenth century, its common 
use was uncommon in many 
rural areas like Adair County 
until the middle of the twentieth 
century; this meant that most 
families residing in the small 
towns of Kentucky had to wait 
to be wired. 

“We didn’t have electricity 
when I went in the Army,” 
Stanley said with a laugh. 

Stanley’s elementary and 
middle schools were also 
something that doesn’t really 
exist anymore: aside from using 
gas lamps for lighting, the 
elementary and middle school 
each had a single room in one 
building. 

“It was a two-room school 
that went through the eighth 
grade,” Stanley said. He went on 
to explain that it was a one-room 
school until they added the 
second room. 

“Only had two teachers,” 
Stanley notes. “At that time 
there was a lot of one-room 
schools in Adair County.” 

Stanley’s high school was a 
bit bigger. 

“I guess it was four 
rooms... there were several 
rooms,” Stanley says. 

[I would like to add maybe a 
little quip about March Madness 
winding down, but I don’t know 
if that would fit...I added it in 
brackets] Stanley played 
basketball in high school in 
Knifley. [With March Madness 
winding down, basketball fans 
might be interested to learn that] 


Back in the 1940s, Stanley’s 
high school didn’t have a gym, 
and he played on a dirt court. 
According to Stanley, there were 
four high schools in Adair 
County in the early ‘40s to 
compete with in sports. 

“When I was a freshman we 
beat Columbia. We were the first 
county team to beat Columbia,” 
Stanley said. Knifley won 29-27 
in overtime, and Stanley says it 
was one of his most prominent 
memories playing basketball. 

The city of Columbia has 
spread since then. 

“I’ve had four different 
addresses at where I live, still all 
the same place!” Stanley says. 
After graduating from high 
school, Stanley went straight 
into the military and wanted to 
serve in World War II. However, 
Stanley went into the Army in 
1945, so he was just a little late 
for that. 

“We were trained to fight the 
Japanese but the war ended 
when I was in basic training,” 
Stanley said. His first tour of 
duty was in Egypt, and he stayed 
for six months. One of his more 
memorable moments in the 
Middle East was when he got to 
tour the Holy Land. 

“I was kindly interested in the 
old city. Old Jerusalem,” Stanley 
says. He recalls that the tour 
guide who took them through 
the city just said “they say 
Christ was born here.” 
According to Stanley, “He didn’t 
really say for sure.” Stanley 
also clearly remembers getting 
to see the pyramids of Egypt, 
and noted that they were even 
bigger than they look in 
pictures. 

“I got to see the pyramids. 
Boy they were huge-they were 
one of the most famous things I 
saw.” 

After Egypt, Stanley spent six 
months in Northern Germany 
helping with the end of the war. 

“We just had German 
prisoners and took care of them. 


We were stationed in old 
German officers’ barracks,” 
Stanley said. “They never gave 
us any trouble at all. The G.I.s in 
the stockades gave us more 
trouble than the Germans did.” 
Of course, the Germans 
wouldn’t have wanted to give 
them much trouble. 

“We carried loaded guns 
when we had them with us,” 
Stanley said. He also guarded 
G.I.S in the stockades. These 
soldiers “had done something- 
they was AWOL or something 
while in the stockade.” Stanley 
remembers one particularly 
cheeky soldier from his time in 
Germany. 

“One American soldier asked 
me, ‘What would happen if I ran 
off?’ I said, ‘I don’t know; you’ll 
have to see.’ He didn’t run off,” 
Stanley recalls with a smile. 
However, post-war Germany 
had little to smile about. 

“It [Germany] was really a 
mess; it was pretty much a mess 
after the war,” Stanley says. 
“The towns were all tom up 
where they’d dropped bombs 
and everything.” However, 
Stanley tends to remember the 
people he met. 

“They were very nice people; 
they didn’t give us any trouble 
or anything,” he noted. Yet his 
memories of the Second World 
War have faded a bit with time 
like any old photograph. 

“It’s been a long time ago; it’s 
kind of like a dream,” he says. 

“I actually started college 
when I got out of the Army. 
Went to Berea,” Stanley said. 
Stanley only went for about a 
year, and then he got married 
and went to work in Cincinnati 
at a factory. He lived in 
Cincinnati for ten years, from 
1948 to 1958 and ended up 
running a gas station for a 
while-he opened up a West Side 
Shell station when it was brand 
new. 

Stanley has five children; the 
first three were born in 


Cincinnati and the last two were 
bom here in Adair County. After 
living in Cincinnati, Stanley 
returned to his home and 
continued working. He opened a 
West Side in Columbia, and it 
remained for five years. 

“I enjoyed it very well but it 
was too much time,” Stanley 
says. He worked seven days a 
week, and preferred spending 
time with his family to long 
hours. “Just after that I came to 
work here [at Jeffries].” 

Among the other things 
Stanley has witnessed in his life, 
he went to a basketball game in 
Columbus, OH and met Adolf 
Rupp, the namesake of Rupp 
Arena. Rupp sat right behind 
him, and according to Stanley 
was a friend of a friend. 

“I don’t hardly know what to 
say about him. I know more 
about him from what I’ve read 
than when I met him,” Stanley 
says. However, as he grew older 
he experienced a recent personal 
tragedy. 

“I lost my wife five years 
ago...we were married just short 
of 60 years when she died,” 
Stanley says. His wife died of a 
brain tumor at age 80. 
According to Stanley, it was in 
the center of the brain; they 
couldn’t operate on it. Stanley 
says she retained her wit 
throughout her last days though, 
with only one slip up that he 
remembers. 

“About two weeks before she 
died, when we were going to 
bed she asked, ‘Whose bed is 
this?”’ Stanley recalled. 
According to him, it was the 
only time her mind really 
slipped. 

Today, Stanley’s life centers 
on church and work. 

“Just work and church. That’s 
all there is to it,” Stanley says. 
He used to play music with his 
older brother, but hasn’t for a 
few years now. 

“I don’t play anymore. I play 
the guitar some...I have a guitar 


and everything but I don’t play 
it much,” Stanley says. He just 
stopped, but he notes, “My older 
brother plays every day.” Even 
though playing music is no 
longer his forte, he enjoys 
singing at Barney’s Creek 
United Methodist Church. 

“I still lead the singing at the 
church, yes I do,” Stanley says. 
“I’ve been leading the singing in 
the church since my daddy died. 
That was in 1972.” Stanley has 
always sung for his church, and 
even traveled a bit with his 
singing. 

“Me and my brother and 
father and mother sang in a 
camp meeting in Buffalo [NY]. 
That was in 1947,” Stanley said. 

After having lived through so 
much, Stanley now leads quiet 
life. 

“I actually don’t do 


anything...I just sit around on 
the weekends,” Stanley says. It’s 
one of the main reasons why 
Stanley says he doesn’t plan on 
retiring any time soon. 

“Well, I don’t think about 
retiring. I’ll quit when I have to. 
I don’t know what I would do...I 
guess you have to do 
something,” he says. 

Stanley Rich has led a long 
and full life, and has his place in 
the community to show for it. 
His work ethic and experience 
have molded a man with the 
wisdom of many ages and many 
worlds foreign to generations 
before and after. He is a 
remarkable member of the 
community with many stories to 
tell. 

“Everybody knows Stanley,” 
Lewis says.

More than 75 Lindsey Wilson College students discovered what it is 
like to live in poverty. 

The students participated in a Cost of Poverty Experience, held 
Thursday, March 21, in the college’s Norma and Glen Hodge Center for 
Discipleship. 

COPE is an event that offers participants a glimpse into the lives of 
low-income individuals and families. The event was sponsored by Ohio- 
based Think Tank Inc., a nonprofit organization focused on social justice 
issues. 

Think Tank member Ken Moss told LWC students to forget stereo¬ 
types they had about people who live in poverty and instead give in to 
the experience by essentially becoming a different person during the 
two-hour exercise.

To help simulate what a person in poverty experiences, LWC students 
were given new names and families. Some participants were assigned 
children or other dependents. 

Throughout the Hodge Center were stations that simulated places in a 
fictional town — schools, gas stations, low-rent housing, churches, pris¬ 
ons and judicial centers. In a frantic rush, students moved from station to 
station in attempt to get through a simulated month living below the 
poverty line to buy groceries, collect gas money, meet with parole offi¬ 
cers and take care of their kids. If a parental role wasn’t taken seriously, 
students were charged with neglect and sent to prison. 

LWC religion professor Cinda Swan, who helped organize the pro¬ 
gram, was encouraged how the event affect students. 

“It helped sensitize our students to the utter chaos of people’s lives 
and why they may be unable to plan for the future,” Swan said. “Our 
students came away with greater empathy and understanding with 
respect to the reality of poverty and the struggles people have to deal 
with on a daily basis.” 

Students said they also gained an appreciation of what it means to 
carry out simple day-to-day tasks while having a limited amount of time, 
money and resources. They said they realized why people who live in 
poverty struggle every day just to survive and protect their family.

“Experiencing a simulation like COPE allows us to better understand 
what people in poverty experience and what we can do to help our fel¬ 
low neighbors throughout the world,” said LWC junior Emily Ramage 
of Columbia. “It made us realize that poverty is real and each person can 
help in some capacity if we reach out to those around us.” 

Swan said the event was a success because of the responses she 
received from students. 

“Several students asked about volunteer opportunities and how they 
might become more involved in being a part of the solution,” Swan said. 
“My goal is to follow up with a National Circles Campaign training 
event in the fall. 

“Circles is a concept which utilizes the social capital of middle/upper- 
income citizens to bridge opportunity gaps for those wanting to get out 
of poverty in order to increase their economic stability. My hope is that 
our students will attend the Circles workshop in the fall to discover the 
gifts they possess and the joy that comes from helping others.”

Indians Win Three of Four 


Indians 6 Bethlehem 2 

After returning to their winning ways against Hart County, the 
Tribe looked to keep the streak rolling as Bethlehem traveled to 
Adair County last Tuesday. Behind seven strong innings from 
sophomore pitcher Zach Hutchison, Adair defended their home 
field with a 6-2 victory. 

With a wet outfield contributing to a pair of Bethlehem errors, 
Adair notched two runs in the first inning. The 2-0 lead would hold 
steady thanks to efficient Hutchison pitching, until Bethlehem 
finally broke through in the fifth, plating two (only one earned) to 
tie the game. The tie would be short-lived however, as the Indians 
answered with two runs of their own in the bottom of the fifth 
before tacking on two more in the sixth to seal the victory. 

Hutchison nabbed the complete game win, going seven innings 
and striking out two batters while allowing one earned run and 
walking one hitter. 

At the plate, the Indians were led by Dusty Todd’s two hit, two 
RBI afternoon. Tanner Pooler and Trenton Watson also went 2-4 on 
the day, including a triple for Watson, while Marshall Shelley, Will 
Hixson and Colton back also tallied hits for Adair in the 6-2 
victory. 



Trenton Watson provided a boost at the plate for the 
Indians last week, going 2-4 with a triple last Tuesday 
in the win over Bethlehem, adding three hits and two 
RBI in Friday’s win over Washington County, and 
scoring one of Adair’s only two runs in the loss to 
Wayne County Saturday. 


Indians 9 Larue County 1 

Senior Will Hixson returned to the mound Wednesday against 
Larue County, looking to notch back-to-back wins for the Indians 
during the young 2013 season. Building off of his strong early 
season pitching performance, Hixson dominated the Hawks as 
Adair’s bats scorched the freezing temperatures to the tune of a 9-1 
Adair win. 

Although both teams would land base runners in the first, each 
pitcher would battle back to prevent runs from crossing the plate. 
With two down in the second, Adair would break through. Colton 
Back drew a walk on a full count before Zach Hutchison drove him 
in, his first of three RBI on the day. Hixson would continue fanning 
the Larue bats in the third as Adair was also unable to score a run in 
the inning, leaving the Indian margin at 1-0 after three innings. 

The Adair offense exploded in the fourth. Trenton Watson led off 
with a hustle play to first that barely beat a high throw for Adair’s 
first base runner of the inning. Dusty Todd was up next and lined a 
rocket shot into center field that scored Watson. After Todd was 
caught stealing, Ty Bennett reached and was pinch ran for by 
Tristan Beard. With Cody Yates up to bat, Beard would take second 
on a passed ball before a line drive between first and second scored 
him on an RBI single and made it 3-0 Adair. 

The Tribe was only beginning. JP Pooler subbed in as a courtesy 
runner for Yates, the catcher, and took second on a ball in the dirt 
during the first pitch to Colton Back. Back hit a 3-1 blooper to 
shallow left and put runners on the corners for Hutchison. A 
squeeze bunt by Zach was executed perfectly, scoring Pooler from 
third, 4-0 Adair. Leadoff man Marshall Shelley was up next, driving 
a ball to straight-away center field and scoring Back, who had 
advanced to second on the bunt play, making it 5-0 Adair with 
runners on second and third. 

After a mound visit with no change, Tanner Pooler hit a sac fly 
to deep center and scored Hutchison. Will Hixson stepped to the 
plate next, looking to help his own cause, and lined a single to left, 
scoring Shelley and putting Adair ahead 7-0, forcing a Larue 
pitching change to finally end the inning. 

The Tribe would tack on two more in the fifth as Back was hit by 
a pitch with two outs, advanced to second on a ball in the dirt, and 
then scored on a Hutchison ball into the gap. Shelley would drive 
Hutchison in with a shot to center field and advance to second on a 
throwing error before Larue would close out the fifth and stop the 
offensive onslaught. 

After five, Coach McQueary subbed Hixson out of the game for 
sophomore Colton Back. Back would provide two strong innings in 
relief, allowing only one run in the final frame with the game 
locked up for Adair as they cruised to a 9-1 win. 

Hixson went five innings, allowing no runs on only three hits and 
striking out seven. Back pitched two innings, struck out one and 
allowed one Larue County run. 



Adair County senior outfielder Tanner Pooler went 2-4 
in the Indians’ 6-4 win over Bethlehem last Tuesday, 
and contributed a hit and an RBI Friday in the TVibe’s 
victory against Washington County. 

The potent Adair offense was led by Zach Hutchison’s 2-3 day at 
the plate, scoring two runs of his own and driving in three. Will 
Hixson was also 2-3 on the day with an RBI. Marshall Shelley, 
Cody Yates and Dusty Todd each added a hit and RBI for the 
Indians, while Colton Back tallied a hit and scored two runs. 

Adair 8 Washington County 5 

The ACHS Baseball Team won its third straight game Friday 
afternoon, surviving a difficult contest against the hosting 
Washington County Commanders to return home with an 8-5 win. 

Dusty Todd took the mound for Adair, securing the win in what 
would be an impressive performance on the afternoon. Todd 
scattered six hits on the afternoon and held the Commanders 
scoreless until the sixth inning of the contest, striking out nine 
batters along the way. 

Adair’s offense, on the other hand, went to work much earlier. 
The balanced lineup displayed thus far in the fresh 2013 campaign 
was at it again, proving to have no easy outs and being capable of 
stringing together big innings as they hung six runs on Washington 
in the third including two RBI from Trenton Watson.

Ballou Wraps Up Collegiate Career

Six-foot-seven is a rare height for an Adair 
County resident. Such a height garners 
attention, discussion and—in the athletic arena, 
expectation. The expectations are as lofty as 
the height, and in an area so dedicated and 
passionate about its local sports teams, and so 
historically hungry for a winner and sense of 
hometown pride, they are often laid across the 
shoulders of The Next Big Thing at a young 
age. But rarely, ever so rarely, The Next Big 
Thing becomes the Real Deal and puts the 
expectations—and the hopes of a community, 
on his shoulders and carries those beloved 
local sports teams beyond both the hype and 
the height. 

Darren Ballou did just that. In a town as 
small as Columbia, Darren was pegged as a 
prospect to keep an eye on from a very early 
age. Such expectations from a young age 
typically filter their way down to the athlete 
himself very early on, but that wasn’t the case 
with Darren. 

“I really just grew up watching my older brother play and my dad 
coach. That’s where my interest in the game started,” Ballou 
explained. 


Darren dominated Little League and travel 
basketball alike, using a combination of height 
and impressively developed basketball skills 
on both the perimeter and in the post to stand 
figuratively, and literally, above the 
competition. He wasn’t simply “the big kid,” 
he could play. 

In fact, by the time Ballou reached middle 
school, he had developed somewhat of a 
regional reputation as a force on the court. He 
and fellow teammates of his age group had 
established a name for themselves as a team. 
That success continued at Adair County 
Middle School, as Darren and his teammates 
produced back-to-back Conference 
Championships, while competing, and 
winning, against the best middle school teams 
from across Kentucky. At ACMS, Darren was 
essentially pulling double-duty, leading both 
the seventh and eighth grade teams to flawless 
seasons in his first year, then defending the 
crown as an eighth grader. 

But while he was proving to be no match for 
middle school competition, Darren was growing into an important

I’m sure you picked Florida Gulf 
Coast to be in the Sweet 16. You 
definitely had Wichita State there 
too, right? Of course you did. You 
threw your bracket away because 
your handwriting was messy, not 
because you missed half of the first 
round of games. You’re not alone. 

We understand. March is all about 
the Madness, after all—all about 
the upset. 

But is that really a good thing? Is a tournament that’s all 
about crowning a champion really bolstered by such 
monumental upsets? Does it strengthen the integrity of a 
National Champion if a buzzer-beater short-circuits a potential 
winner’s hopes? I can definitely see both sides, but, as much 
as it pains the Madness Maniac in me to say—these Cinderella 
stories hurt the tournament. 

I don’t mean hurt the tournament in the financial or 
entertainment sense. The $800 million contract by Turner 
Broadcasting for coverage rights of the NCAA Tournament 
more than pays for itself every year, no doubt. The advertising 
dollars are rolling in, and everyone but the players are scoring 
a disgustingly large pay day. Much of that is fueled by 
gambling and the bracket hype, which are undoubtedly 
increased by the underdog upset. Casual fans love cheering 
against the big boys, and if nothing else, realize that a team in 
the teens beating a top-three seed is a wacky occurrence. 

In fact, the bracket aspect is what makes the tournament the 
event it is. Opening weekend is a de facto national holiday, 
and work productivity has to be at all-time lows on those days. 
Everyone from your pastor to your flight attendant has a 
bracket, and they’re all itching to tell you all about how they 
“called that one” in one of their 17 entries whenever someone 
brings up the marquee upset of the opening rounds. Those 
morons aside, such upsets add to the flair of the tournament 
experience and make the first few rounds feel alive. 

But that quickly fades. As much fun as it is to see Nobody 
Tech knock off a perennial power, midnight always chimes on 
Cinderella. There are reasons these teams are seeded in the 
teens. They’re typically smaller, less athletic, less skilled, less 
deep, and less talented. The reasons we love them, the reasons 
we cheer for them so hard, that David v. Goliath aspect, is the 
exact reason their wins are bad for the tournament. Because 
when the ball ends and the slipper falls off, we’re left with a 
bland residue of a team that, quite frankly, wasn’t very good. 

We know that March allows for anything to happen. In a 
game with a shot clock and three point shot, where one game 
determines whether you go home or to the next round, anyone 
can beat anyone. The problem with that happening, however, 
is that anyone can’t beat everyone. That’s what the NCAA 
Tournament sets out to determine: which team can beat all the 
others? Who is the best in the country? 

Now, I’ll grant you that if a team loses to one of these less- 
talented schools, they don’t deserve to be National Champion. 
I won’t argue that. No one will. But what that team who was 
upset would likely have done was provide a better challenge 
to the other teams who advance. Against a team they don’t 
overlook (remember, we’re talking about college guys on the 
biggest stage of their lives) or assume a win over, those same 
teams who were knocked off likely display why they were 
ranked highly to begin with. With them out, we get a 
powerhouse who advanced as they should with a later-round 
matchup against an overmatched mid-major. 

As a hoops fan, I’ll trade a bit of the opening day hoopla for 
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the inning. In relief, Trevor 
Willis saw a combination of 
inconsistent location with a 
more patient Washington 
County line up as he walked 
three batters on the way to 
allowing four runs. McQueary 
handed the ball over to Colton 
Back, looking to close out the 
victory. Back was dialed in, 
allowing only one hit and 
striking out the remaining two 
batters of the contest for the 
save. 

Trenton Watson highlighted 
the Adair offense, going 3-4, 
scoring two runs and driving in 
two. Ty Bennett, Will Hixson 
and Marshall Shelley each went 
2-4 on the day, and Tanner 
Pooler and Zach Hutchison also 
recorded hits for Adair. Pooler, 
Watson, Bennett and Hixson 
were joined in the RBI column 


by Cody Yates and Dusty Todd 
with one apiece. 

Indians 2 
Wayne County 4 

The Adair win streak came to 
an end at three games Saturday 
afternoon as the Tribe traveled 
to Wayne County to take on the 
Cardinals. The typically 

powerful Adair offense 

struggled on the road, notching 
just two runs in the 4-2 loss. 

Dillon Wilkerson had the ball 
for the Indians, and pitched a 
solid outing, allowing only three 
earned runs on the day while 
striking out three batters. Two 
Adair errors allowed a fourth 
run to cross the plate, but 
Wilkerson controlled the game 
and kept the Indian offense 
within striking distance. 

After falling behind 1-0 in the 


first, Adair answered in the 
second with a run, but was 
unable to cross the plate again 
until the sixth inning.

launched her first career home 
run for the Lady Indians.

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component of the Adair County 
High School team. Drawing 
crowds of students and parents 
alike, Darren’s mere presence 
and performance on the court for 
the Indians resulted in a fan 
frenzy. The frenzy was two-fold. 
Part of the excitement was for 
the blocks, post moves, jumpers, 
rebounds and occasional dunks 
of this middle school phenom. 
Part of the excitement, however, 
was because visions of the 
future danced in the collective 
head of onlookers. 

That future would include one 
of the brightest runs in ACHS 
Basketball history, at least since 
the mid-1950s. With a bevy of 
individual accomplishments too 
numerous to list here, Darren 
produced in a way that lived up 
to the hype. The real mark, 
however, came in the team 
success. In 2007, Darren 
manned the middle for an Indian 
squad that won the 5th Region 
Championship and advanced to 
the Boys Sweet 16 State 
Tournament for the first time in 
over a decade. Then, a mere two 
years later, Darren led the 2009 
Indians to a return trip to Rupp, 
only the school’s third since 
1955. 

The end of Darren’s ACHS 
career did not mean that the 
curtain had closed on one of the 
longest-watched prospects in 


local memory. Darren enrolled 
at Lindsey Wilson College after 
a brief stint at Morehead State 
University, ensuring Adair 
County residents another four 
years of watching the now six- 
foot-seven do-everything 

forward. 

“I didn’t give much thought to 
playing college basketball or 
anything for a while. It wasn’t 
until I started to grow and 
develop that I decided to focus 
on basketball and trying to play 
at the next level,” Darren said. 

Lindsey Wilson College fans 
are glad he did. A multi-year 
contributor to a handful of 
strong teams, Darren and the 
Blue Raiders culminated the 
career of a local legend with the 
most successful season in school 
history. This March, LWC 
advanced to the Fab Four of the 
NAIA Men’s Basketball 
Tournament for the first time 
ever. In a second round matchup 
with Faulker (Alabama), Darren 
posted a team-high 19 points, 
including five threes to lead a 
magical comback for the Blue 
Raiders. Then, in the National 
Semifinal, Darren again 
produced, scoring 13 points and 
grabbing four rebounds on the 
biggest stage. 

Ultimately, Ballou’s output 
wasn’t enough to advance LWC 
to the championship game, but 


Darren had pushed a team to 
new heights...again. “It was an 
unbelievable feeling, having the 
opportunity to be part of 
Lindsey Wilson history,” Darren 
said of the 2013 Blue Raider 
squad. “I knew that team was 
something special after the first 
practice. Everyone on the team 
got along; we just had that 
perfect team chemistry. It was 
an honor being able to help lead 
that team.” 

And lead them he had. As the 
team’s tallest starter and player, 
Darren had patrolled both the 
paint and the wing as needed on 
defense, and had done much of 
the dirty work in a guard- 
oriented offense, while also 
utilizing his versatility as a 
shooter and slasher from the 
perimeter. Whatever it took, 
whatever the team needed, that 
was his role. “I just want to be 
remembered as a player who 
gave it his all and did not accept 
losing,” Darren answered when 
asked what he wanted his local 
legacy to be after spending his 
career on the Adair County 
sporting scene. 

It’s safe to say he’ll be 
remembered that way. Of 
course, it’s easy to be 
remembered as not accepting 
losing when you win as much as 
Darren did; and when you take 
teams to levels well above your 
six-foot-seven height.

Farmers Market Shopping Tips 

The Farmer’s Market season is approaching and soon home 
grown fruits and vegetables will be available. Here are a few tips to 
help you get the most from your trip to the market. 

1. Shop early. First of the season offerings like blueberries, 
asparagus and sweet corn will quickly disappear from market 
tables. Arrive early in the day for the best selection. 

2. Make friends with farmers. The person selling you produce is 
the person who grew it. Growers are full of information including 
everything from when the product was picked to the best way to 
prepare it for the table. This is your opportunity to find out about 
what you eat, where it comes from and who you are supporting with 
your purchase. 

3. Shop for produce that is in season. Don’t expect to find sweet 
corn in May, but there will be plenty freshly picked come July. The 
farmers market offer fruits and vegetables that are ripened on the 
vine for best taste and quality. 

4. Learn the difference between heirloom varieties and those 
mass produced for large markets. One of the special characteristics 
of a Farmer’s Market is finding a source for that special tomato 
your grandmother grew. Heirlooms are meant to be ripened on the 
vine and your local market is the place to find variety and flavor not 
available just anywhere. 

5. Buy for quality. Some crops may cost less than their grocery 
store counterparts but other specialty or hard to find items may cost 
more due to economies of scale. Often, produce found at the 
farmers market has been hand raised with lots of TLC and the 
difference in flavor and quality should be evident. 

Remember, locally grown foods are picked at their peak for 
freshness and flavor. They are full of vitamins and minerals and 
don’t have to travel far from the field to the table. Eating or cooking 
the foods after they have just been picked allows you to retain those 
nutrients, too. A visit to your farmers market supports your local 
farmer, your community and your local economy and provides a 
flavorful experience at the family dinner table.

It’s 
why you play the games. But we do expect one of the best teams 
to win and for them to display why they deserve to be called the 
champion. 

As great a story as Florida Gulf Coast is, I’m not sure anyone 
truthfully expects them to win the whole thing. If that assumption 
holds true, they will likely fall to the Florida in the next round, 
putting the Gators in the Elite Eight with wins over a 14, 11 and 
then 15 seed. Does that feel tested? Validated? Deserving? You 
beat who is in front of you, of course, but that can’t help but feel a 
little unsatisfying. 

Any UK fan will tell you how sweet last year’s title run was, 
and a massive reason for that was the road to the championship. 
Wins over programs like Baylor and even Iowa State, combined 
with victories over traditional rivals and power programs like 
Indiana, Louisville and eventually Kansas made the 
accomplishment far sweeter than a demolishing of cupcakes along 
the way. 

Another example is the George Mason Final Four run in 2006. 
They were America’s darlings, knocking off blue-blooded 
programs like North Carolina and UCONN during their journey.

And then they played Florida 
in the Final Four, where Donovan’s squad thumped them by 15—a 
harsh ending to the fairy tale.

Spam is when someone sends the same message 
indiscriminately to (large numbers of recipients) on the Internet. 

Now that we’ve got that out of the way, here are some answers about 
why you may receive so many Spam messages from PC World’s, Lincoln 
Spector. 

Botnets are illegal networks of infected computers controlled by people 
other than their legitimate owners-make an important part of the spam 
equation. Not only do they send out a great deal of spam, but their owners 
use spam to infect more computers, and thus grow their botnets. Also, 
according to Gmail spam expert Brad Taylor, “It costs $3,000 to rent a 
botnet and send out 100 million messages. With the cost so cheap to send 
so many messages, it’s no wonder we receive so many. 

How do they get your email address? Once a PC is infected by a 
botnet, spammers can search the infected PC for anything that looks like an 
address. Also, posting your email address to websites makes your address 
more susceptible to be spammed. 

So what can you do about it? 

Be careful about sharing your email address. If you feel 
uncomfortable about giving a website your email address, don’t give it or 
use a temporary, disposable address just for that use. 

Filter your email. Be sure you are using a spam filter and check it often 
for false positives. 

Be Skeptical. Just because a message appears to come from a friend, be 
cautious when opening it. If something looks out of character, you can 
always call or email your friend to verify. Occasionally I will do a Google 
search of the incoming email address and always be aware of clicking 
unfamiliar links.
